His Restricted Scope.

The Hon, Mr W, Rees Davies, Attorney 
General, appenred in Court this morning 
on tho notice of mation to appeal in. the 
junk ese (Ip Tsung Nin o. Kwong Tea 
King) in order to fortify his appearance on 
Iehalf of the appellant in his capacity of 
Attorney General, 

” His Lordship Sir Francis Piggott (Chief 
Justice} and His Honour Mr A. G. Wise 
were on the bench. ; 

The Attorney General said ‘ho had beon 
unable to discover any direct procedure 
for his appearance, but ho auked whether 
the Court had any power to take cognisance 
of his locus standi, 

Mr Wise—You aro appearing for the 
Crown? ‘ 

The Attorney Gonoral—I am aware of 
that. I am appearing for the appeallant 
undor tho instructions of the Government, 
und I respectfully submit I am entitled to 
dovo. It is not question for the Court. 
It is for the Governor to decide ; he might 
instract me to appear for A. B, 

Sir Francia Piggott—If you put it that 
way we would first have to see tho 
document emanating from tho Governor 
and then question the Governor's right 
for issuing it. 

The Attorney General—It is to be 

Presumed that the Attorney | Genoral 
would not appear for tho Governmont 
unless he acted under instructions, Tho 
point may be raised by any of thé parties 
on the appeal but it is not a question to 
he mised now. : 
Sir Franci—Supposing we ‘gave you 
leave to appeal the other side would take 
the pvint and assuming that you had no 
locus standi the appedl would-be dismissed, 
thon how about costs ? 5 

Tho Attorney General—That may bo 
ao and it may vot. The fact that Your 
Lordships have taken the point will 
certainly result in it being taken by the 
other side. I would like to aay that the 
case id taken up by the Government in the 
public interost. Though tho plaintiff is 
nominally the appellant I submit there is 
nothing to prevont the Attorney General 
uppearing under instructions from the 
Government, The junk in respect to which 
the appeal is brought was pirated on the 
high seas and way then brought toHongkong 
and sold hore. It belonged to a Chinese 
subject and that isa reason for the friendly 
intervention of a neighbouring power. 
The circumstances of the case may bo 
considered aa a protium gn piracy and in 
tho judgment thore is also an important 
extension of the doctrine of market overt, 

The Attorney Goneral then went on to 
refer to certain cases in which Sir Honry 
Berkeley, when Attorney Genoral, ‘nnd the 
Admiralty Advocato had appeared. for 
uther countries, bat the Chief Justice fulod 
that they did not do x»; he appeared for 
the Secrotary of State for Foreign Affairs, 

In this case, continued the Attorney 
Genoral, the Govornment intervened on 
buhplf of a foroign eubject who sought to 
obtain « remedy for a grievance committed 
on tho high seas and in Tespect to which 
the Governitent had interested itself as 
matter of publie interest.

The Manila’ men wero the first to 
ascortain the location of the ginseng, and 
after various manhole doors and other 
parts of the engine room and hoiler-hauso 
had. been scarchied from 20 to:25 packagos 
of ginseng were discovered underneath the 
donkey ‘boiler, While the search, partios 
were ab work tho crow, it ‘iv anid, made 
efforts to hinder ‘thom, turning on 
stenm cocka and using othor methods 
to impede -the operations.
